A 
special to the New York World on the 
23 says that there are 8,000 patiente in 
the Havana hospitals, forty-eight are 
suffering from yellow fever of the most 
dangerous type. The deaths average 
three a day in the hospitals. 

Another fairy tale is going the rounds 
as to Kaiser William's plans for secur- 
ing posession of the Philippine islands. 
It is said that Germany has sent many 
officers in disguise and stacks of arms 
and amunition to the insurgents. The 
islanders will be thoroughly drilled by 
the German officers and by February 
Aguinaldo will be prepared to make 
an onslaught upon the American forces. 
To aid this plot Germany is trying to 
indvce China to purchase a large num- 
ber of big war vessels, ostensibly to 
strengthen their navy, but really to be 
held for transfer to Germany should 
complications arise. 

The rumored attempt to poison Agui- 
naldo turned out to bea fake. 

A preliminary meeting of the war 
commission was to be held in Washing- 
ton Sept. 24th. Granville M. Dodge 
will probably be made chairman. 

The old man of war Mohican, now at 
Mare island will go out of commission 
and it is doubtful if she ever sees ser- 
vice again. 

Everything regarding the evacuation 
of Porto Rico by the Spanish troops is 
proceeding satisfactorily. The Span- 
iards are acting in perfect good faith 
ard are turning over everything as they 
quit the various towns. 

The sickness among the American 
troops at San Juan de Porto Rico is 
still increasing and at last reports there 
were 2,500 soldiers under treatment. 

The Spanish government has decided 
to remove the remains of Columbus to 
Spain, and Gen. Blanco has issued his 
orders for the removal of the monument 
and the shipping of the remains,

The Judge has formed a part- 
nership with the leading law firm in 
Honolulu, and expects to return to the 
practice of law on his arrival there. 

The appointing of the Judge’s succes 
sor was not due to the political influ- 
ence as is generally supposed but done 
at his request as the following letter 
goes to show:

We Are a World Power 


The president has notified the ozar 
that the United States will send a rep- 
resentative to the international confer- 
ence which he has called. 

The state department gave out this 
item of news as a routine matter and it 
has apparently attracted small atten- 
tion. Yet is it not in reality the state- 
ment of an epochmuking event? Does 
it not directly entail consequences of 
the most far reaching character? Does 
it not mark the end of our era of inso- 
lation, the beginning of our era of ac- 
tive and conspicuous participation in 
the politics and policies of the family of 
civilized nations from which we have 
hitherto striven to hold aloof. 

Less than six months ayo our interest 
in Europe snd Europe's interest in us 
were general, not particular. Then 
came the Spanish war—to drive one 
more Evropean nation from this conti, 
nent and, as it was generally supposed- 
to insolate us still further. We had 
not been at war ten days when this de- 
lusion of further severance from world 
politics was blown to atoms by the shells 
from Dewey's guns, 

The czar’s conference is purely for 
the discussion of world problems and 
politics. Six months ago he would have 
invited us as a matter of courtesy, but 
would have anticipated our probable 
declination. What did we care polit- 
ically whether Europe was convulsed 
over questions of eastern hemisphere 
frontiers? Today the czar invites us 
and expeots us to accept. And we do 
accept, uot after long hesitation, but 
promptly and as a matter of course. 

In its quiet, brief announcement the 
state department has officially informed 
the world that hereafter Europe cannot 
reckon well without taking us into ac- 
count; that we are a world power, with 
a mighty sword to toss, if we will, into 
the scales of world adjustments.—New 
York World.
